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Egypt’s Musa Addresses OAU Meeting on Sudan

(FBIS Transcribed Text) Addis Ababa, 19 Dec (MENA) 
— Egyptian foreign minister [Musa] today addressed 
the meeting of the Ministerial Committee of the OAU 
Central Mechanism for the peaceful settlement and 


management of African disputes. 

He said the Egyptian delegation did not wish to see 
the Sudanese delegation and Khartoum government 
stand accused by the African community of sponsoring 
terrorist activities but the Government of Sudan brought 
this upon itself by its policies which jeopardize stability 
in neighboring states in addition to damaging the image 
of Islam. 

He referred to the principles of OAU charter which 
categorically condemn political assassinations and any 
hostile acts carried out against neighborly states or any 
other country. This is also stipulated in the mechanism 
Statement released in September, Musa added. 


Musa said the African mechanism stresses four objec- 
tives namely to ascertain Sudan’s cooperation with in- 
vestigations on the abortive attempt on the life of Pres- 
ident Husni Mubarak, to study violation of Ethiopia’s 
territorial integrity, and to deal with the terrorist attempt 
as one Carried against the organization as a whole and 
not against a head of state or a member country of the 
OAU. 

The fourth point is that the mechanism is against 
terrorism policies, Musa said, adding that we have to 
adopt a decisive stance against terrorism which almost 
destroyed our societies. He noted that this is not a major 
plot, as mentioned by Sudan, but facts of an attempted 
assassination which took place on the land of an African 
country on a day of an African meeting. 


Attending delegations are not agents, but representatives 
of member states, who came to study serious matters 
including a case against Sudan, Musa said. 


Musa stressed that the report of the secretary general 
showed that the government of Sudan refuses to coop- 
erate with a resolution passed by the mechanism. 


The Egyptian top diplomat said we are not naive in 
order to believe what the Sudanese foreign minister 
mentioned about his country’s readiness to cooperate, 
as three months have passed during which they did not 
do so, a matter that constitutes disrespect by Sudan of 
this mechanism and this organization. 


Musa said he is in possession of the names of terrorism 
training camps in Sudan and of a map, which he will 
hand over to the secretary general to be made available 
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to all members in order that .hey get to know the 
government of Sudan. 


Several camps were established in the past period in 
various parts of Sudan for training terrorist elements of 
different nationalities, Musa said. 


He wondered why Khartoum refused to hand over the 
three terrorists to Ethiopia as happened before when the 
Sudanese authorities turned in terrorist Carlos to France. 


Addressing the Sudanese delegation, Musa wondered 
why Khartoum always claims that it does not shelter 
terrorists and at the same time it agreed to turn in 
Carlos to France while it refuses to hand over the three 
terrorists to Ethiopia. 


In his address, the Egyptian foreign minister denounced 
a Statement by al-Turabi during which the latter said 
that those who carried out the attempted assassination 
were mujahidin (combatants). 


He asserted that this is a slight to jihad and mujahidin 
ard voiced regret over the disfigurement of Islam. 


Musa said evidence submitted by Egypt and Ethiopia 
should be considered seriously. He expressed belief that 
the mechanism should shoulder its responsibility and 
condemn the Sudanese Government for its lack of co- 
operation and for refusing to abide by the organization's 
resolution and hand over the criminals. 


We should condemn the Sudanese policy in backing 
terrorism, Musa said. We should all adopt a decisive 
stance against terrorism or else the consequences would 
be dire on all of us if we show leniency, he added. 


Concluding his address, Musa expressed the Egyptian 
delegation’s support for the statement made by the 
Ethiopian foreig:: minister. 


Demands Extradition of ‘Terrorists’

terrorist acts. 


Musa, at the end of the meeting of the foreign ministers 
of the mechanism member countries here today, said 
that Sudan would remain accused of backing terrorism 
till it implements all resolutions adopted in this context.

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The Egyptian minister said that the African stance is 
unified in rejecting Sudanese terrorist practices and 
policies. 

Musa indicated that the abortive assassination attempt 
on the life of President Husni Mubarak in Addis Ababa 
in June was not only against the head of a big African 
State but also against the African countries as a whole 
and against the Organization of African Unity (OAU). 


Musa stressed that Egypt would adopt all necessary 
measures to fight terrorism and would track down 
the terrorists who were behind the failed assassination 
attempt on the life of President Mubarak. 
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Musa said that the Sudanese regime would not be 
allowed to dodge its responsibility in this respect. 


The Egyptian minister said that the Ethiopian side 
provided strong evidence on the involvement of Sudan 
in terrorism. 

Musa added that Khartoum regime has to hand over 


the terrorists who took part in the failed assassination 
attempt to the Ethiopian authorities.

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Burundi 
Hutu Movement Accuses Tutsi Army of Killing MP

(FBIS Transcribed Text] Nairobi, 19 Dec (AFP) — A 
movement of Burundian Hutu rebels on Tuesday [19 
December] accused the Army, dominated by the Tutsi 
minority, of assassinating a member of parliament found 
dead in the boot of his car. 


The National Council for the Defence of Democracy 
(CNDD) said that Innocent Ndikumana, an MP from the 
northern Kayanza region, was murdered by the security 
services. The politician’s body was found Saturday near 
a bar in the southern Kinindi district of the capital 
Bujumbura. 


In a statement made available to AFP in Nairobi, 
the CNDD charged that Ndikumana, a Tutsi, "did not 
benefit from protection by the forces of law and ‘order’ 
because he is a member of Frodebu", the mainly Hutu 
Front for Democracy in Burundi which dominates the 
governing coaiition. 


"The mono-ethnic Tutsi army has nothing against him 
but for his democratic convictions, which could not 
tolerate this army in revolt since October 21, 1993, 
the day of the assassination of the first democratically 
elected president, Melchior Ndadaye."” Ndadaye, a Hutu, 
was killed in a military coup bid which failed to topple 
the government, but sparked off bloodletting between 
the central African country’s Hutus and Tutsis which 
Claimed an estimated 50,000 lives and reignited an 
ethnic powderkeg similar to the one which exploded 
in neighbouring Rwanda last year, when more than 
500,000 people were massacred. 


The CNDD condemned what it alleged to be a "macabre 
project of the fascists in power in Bujumbura, who plan 
to assassinate 50 Frodebu democrats by the end of this 
year" 

An official source in Bujumbura meanwhile said that 
the chairman and founder of the royalist People’s 
Reconciliation Party (PRP), Mathias Hitimana, has been 
detained and charged with stirring up racial hatred. 
His arrest followed political gatherings he held at the 
weekend in Bujumbura and in a centre for displaced 
persons to the east of the capital. Burundi, like Rwanda, 
was for centuries a Tutsi-dominated kingdom. 


In Addis Ababa, the secretary-general of the Organisa- 
tion of African Unity, Salim Ahmed Salim, on Monday 
Stated that security had badly deteriorated in Burundi 
and called on OAU member countries to keep their in- 
ternational observer mission there (OMIB). "As far as 
security was concerned, the situation had deteriorated 
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considerably. It is highly advisable that the (OAU’s con- 
flict prevention organ) seriously consider the possibility 
of maintaining OMIB," Salim said in report to a meet- 
ing of foreign ministers in the special OAU body. 


In another development Tuesday, a UN special envoy 
to Burundi, Hany Abdel-Aziz denounced “terrorist and 
cowardly action" against humanitarian organisations 
Operating in the troubled country. In a statement issued 
in Bujumbura, Abdel-Aziz said the task of protecting 
international personnel, their families and their property 
is that "above all of the Burundian authorities who 
hold special responsibility in the matter". He said he 
had confidence in the government and wanted to see 
concrete measures. 


According to the charity Medecins sans Frontieres (MSF 
- Doctors without Borders), there have been 27 attacks 
by extremists from both ethnic communities on non- 
governmental organisations seeking to help civilians. 
The report also said that between 10,000 and 15,000 
people, more than 40 percent of whom were women or 
children, have been massacred between February and 
November. 


"It's almost impossible for humanitarian organisations 
to appear neutral,” an MSF official commented. "If 
you help one group, you are targetted by another." 
Eleven volunteer aid workers have been killed since 
August 1994. Last Friday, the International Committee 
of the Red Cross announced that it was suspending its 
Operations because of the insecurity.

{[FBIS Translated Text] [LE SOIR] You took office in 
July 1994 with the aim of restoring order to the economy 
and reestablishing a state of law. What is your initial 
assessment of your work? 


[Kengo] First of all, you must realize that we have freed 
all political prisoners, the public media and television 
are now also free, and there is freedom of expression in 
Zaire as you will certainly have noticed. We have also 
acted in the area of justice in order to restore the state 
of law. 


At the economic level, you must remember the situation 
we inherited: There was no national budget, in 1993

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there was a 14.7 percent negative growth rate, and 
monetary reform had been very poorly applied. It 
was also complicated by massive injections of forged 
currency. This totalled $1.2 billion, or four times the 
national budget! 


We had to take steps to stop our Brazilian and Argentine 
printers from Producing this illicit currency. Never 
before had the world seen money printed on such a 
scale. The 1995 budget which we have submitted to the 
Zairian Parliament adds up to $300 million. On 6 July 
1994 inflation stood at 9,600 percent, with 7 percent 
negative growth. Today inflation is 350 percent and 
growth 0.6 percent; also, with regard to investments, 
there is a feeling of excitement running through business 
circles, hopes are being restored. 


(LE SOIR} Are several sectors of the economy on the 
point of starting up again? 


[Kengo] A number of railroad lines are now operating 
again, the Southern and Eastern lines. Several foreign 
companies are involved in the Siza Rail operation: 
Transurb, which is Belgian; Sportnet, which is South 
African; and the Commercial Bank of Zaire. There are 
now three departures a week from Lubumbashi to Ilibo, 
which is vital for our exports from Shaba. 


{LE SOIR] What security can you offer to investors? 


{Kengo} We offer legal and judicial security, and some 
have already invested in Shaba: Union Miniere of Upper 
Katanga has returned and concluded a joint venture 
agreement with Gecamines in order to exploit the slag 
where there is still a lot of cobalt. The investment came 
to $15 million. A further $80 million has also been 
invested in the Bosombo deposits. 


Even in a period of crisis, there is a way of earning 
money here and some people are very much aware of 
this: In your country the profit ratio is 8 or 10 percent 
maximum, here you can make profits of around 30 to 
40 percent. 


[LE SOIR] Are you managing to keep to the budgetary 
rigor? When you travel around the city you get the 
feeling that the government has given up and that the 
country has been abandoned.... 


{Kengo} Above all else, the government is trying not to 
spend more than it earns and not to deepen the deficit. A 
mission from the IMF came to Kinshasa and approved 
the direction of the present policy. We also want to build 
a sound and healthy economic framework. This is why 
four banks which owed the government $546 billion and 
refused to make the repayments were closed. 


Foreign partners are now beginning to have confidence 
in us: The European Union has granted us ECU90 
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(European currency units] million to rebuild the road 
to Matadi and ECU14 billion for the road to Kikwit, 
and Germany is going to help rebuild the road to east 
Zaire. 


{LE SOIR] The economic framework is one thing, but 
the survival of the population is also important: It is 
months since government workers were paid.... 


(Kengo) The matter of outstanding wages has now been 
settled. The provisions for the payment of wages are in 
the bank, everywhere in the country, and payments are 
on the point of being made. All civil servants, teachers, 
soldiers, and others will be paid. 


{LE SOIR] But there is some revenue which seems to 
have disappeared without trace, such as that generated 
by Inga electricity which is sold to several countries in 
the region. 


[Kengo] The problem is that the countries which use 
inga electricity do not always pay their debts: Congo 
Brazzaville owes us $17 million. I even asked France 
to help our neighbor pay this outstanding debt. Zambia 
and Zimbabwe have each paid $1 million for electricity. 
Income from precious metals is increasing: It is up from 
$13 million dollars a month in 1994 to $40 million 
today. We hope it will soon reach $60 million. 


[LE SOIR] What is your reaction to the statements by 
the Belgian foreign minister who believes that your 
government is just “putting a gloss” on things and that 
the basic conditions for renewed cooperation have not 
been met? 


[Kengo] As prime minister, | do not have to respond 
to press reports. The Zairian foreign minister expressed 
his views on this matter to your ambassador. I simply 
see that other countries, whose relations with Zaire are 
much less direct, are stepping in to help us and saying 
a lot less. Germany gave us 150 million marks, Italy is 
repairing the roads.... Belgium is doing very little but 
Saying a great deal... 


[LE SOIR] What do you think of a possible partial 
return to cooperation, through the non-governmental 
organizations? 


[Kengo] At present it is solely a question of so-called 
humanitarian aid through the NGO's [non-governmental 
Organizations], as if that was the cure-all for everything. 
It is the NGO’s which will decide where to intervene, 
in what regions, in what sector. We would like these 
activities in our country to be undertaken in consultation 
with the government.... 


[LE SOIR] You want to manage these projects yourself? 
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{Kengo} No, not at all: We do not even need this aid, 
but we believe there is an obligation to achieve a result, 
and that these projects must be assessed. Who is going 
to make this assessment? 


We must envisage an intermediary structure, consisting 
of Belgians and Zairians, which would evaluate these 


projects.... 


[LE SOIR] You were assigned the task of preparing the 
country for elections. What progress have you made? 


[Kengo] The government has done its best and has sub- 
mitted the bill preparing for the National Election Com- 
mission. This bill, submitted to the Transitional Parlia- 
ment back in September 1994, was only promulgated ‘n 
April 1995. The National Election Commission should 
already have been set up, but it is not the government 
which is dragging its feet, it is the High Council of the 
Republic. 


(LE SOIR] The situation is dragging on or is blocked. 
Perhaps this is because your government does not 
have unanimous support, because it does not include 
a number of representative figures.... 


[Kengo] That certainly has something to do with it. 
That is why we are currently negotiating, so that the 
government can involve everybody and that we can 
move toward the elections. But as negotiations are in 
process, I cannot say any more.... 


(LE SOIR] What is the situation in Kivu, where you 
Stated that Rwandan refugees must return home by the 
end of the year? 


[Kengo] I said that, it is true, but the head of state said 
something else. We differed not on the substance but on 
the timetable. He believes that the refugees should be 
given the time to return in peace and dignity, and that 
may take some time. Zairian Foreign Minister Kamanda 
wa Kamanda is at present in Geneva to discuss this 
problem. 


[LE SOIR] But there is agreement, and there has been 
for a long time already: Everyone in Kigali also states 
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that the refugees must return and that this is the only 
solution... 


(Kengo) Above all, there is double talk: Do you really 
believe that in Rwanda, which is still over-populated 
and where the former refugees have occupied land 
and property, everybody wants the people in Zaire, 
Burundi, and Tanzania to return? As to the international 
community, it supports Kigali, and is doing all it can to 
prevent the risk of destabilizing the government by a 
sudden influx of refugees... 


This presence poses enormous problems for us: The 
populations of Kivu province have passed an acceptable 
threshold, there is now saturation... 


[LE SOIR] Zaire is often accused of harboring, or even 
supporting, the instigators of the genocide, who are also 
preventing the soldiers from returning? 


(Kengo) We want to cooperate with the International 
Penal Tribunal and respect the wishes of the United 
Nations. That is why we have started to seperti the 
refugees from their intimidators. 


Some of the latter have also been arrested, and will 
shortly be arriving in Kinshasa where they will be 
handed over to the Red Cross. 


[LE SOIR] Who is handling this refugee issue, the head 
of state or the government? 


[Kengo] It lies in what we describe as an area of 
cooperation, which is why we must adjust our points 
of view. 


{LE SOIR] Is that why Foreign Minister Kamanda, who 
wanted to attend the Cairo summit of regional heads 
of state, was rejected, because the president wanted to 
discuss the issue alone? 


{Kengo} You must put that question to him directly.... 


The government has also not yet officially acknowl- 
edged the decisions made at this summit...

Government on ‘Pointless War’ With Yemen

described the regrettable situation unfolding in the 
Hanish Islands as a pointless war and has issued the 
following statement: 


It is understood that the regrettable situation which 
unfolded last weekend in the Hanish Islands tock the 
peoples of Eritrea and Yemen in particular and the rest 
of the world in general by surprise. Although there 
were those who initially sought to stir things up, the 
delegations of the two countries agreed to resolve the 
issue amicably, which was an encouraging and civilized 
move. 


Inasmuch as the issue of the ownership of these islands 
can be solved peacefully through: the International Court 
of Justice, there was no reason whatsoever for the 
Claimants to lose patience instead of waiting for justice 
to take its course. The use of force cannot be justified 
under any circumstances. It was after considering this 
fact and out of a firm belief in the strategic and 
fraternal relationship of the two peoples that the Eritrean 
Government decided to sort the problem out amicably. 
There is no doubt that President Ali Abdullah Salih 
and the other Yemeni leaders will fully appreciate the 
responsible stance adopted by the Eritrean Government. 


While it is known that there are those who at any cost 
act in the service of their own selfish interests, even at 
the cost of creating rifts among peoples and countries, 
conflicts cannot be solved through goodwill alone. But 
history bears witness to the fact that many wars have 
been st’ ed by such selfish people. The regrettable situ- 
ation ..aich unfolded last weekend cannot be reasonably 
explained as other than a conflict stirred up by such con- 
fusing elements. 


No matter what the facts of the situation are, the peoples 
of Eritrea and Yemen have both lost with nothing gained 
from the regrettable event. If there are casualties from 
both sides, they are equally the losses of the peoples of 
the two countries. If there are those who are pleased by 
such losses, they are nothing but naive fools. 


While the Eritrean Government expresses its deepest 
sorrow over the unwanted conflict and honors the heroes 
who have been martyred in it, it also expresses its 
condolences to the families of the Yemeni brothers 
killed in the unwanted, meaningless and useless war. 
The Eritrean Government also calls on the people 
and government of Yemen to beware of situations 
capable of bringing about disastrous results and to 
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make constructive efforts toward bringing about lasting 
solutions to the problems.

{[FBIS Translated Text} Amman — The Eritrean Libera- 
tion Front [ELF] led by ’Abdallah Idris Muhatimad Ali 
{name as transliterated] has held the government of the 
Eritrean People’s Front under Isaias Afwerki responsi- 
ble for the consequences of the attack on the Yemeni 
island, and also for the occupation of the Hanish al- 
Kabir island during the past few days. 


The ELF believes that this aggression is meant to dis- 
tract attention from the many problems Eritrea is facing, 
particularly since the current government is illegitimate, 
not elected, and does not reflect the people's choice, as 
he put it. This government seized power through the 
pursuit of dictatorial methods, and also through external 
afrangements in which some colonial powers, headed by 
Israel, were involved. 


Idris "Abdallah Ahmad, a member of the Legislative 
Council of the ELF, an Eritrean opposition faction that 
champions the Arabism of Eritrea, said that the ongoing 
war between Eritrea and Yemen due to a sovereignty 
row over the three islands can be resolved through a 
peaceful dialogue between the peopie of Eritrea and 
Yemen, because we, as Eritreans, consider ourselves an 
indivisible part of our Arab nation due to historical, 
social, and cultural considerations. 


The ELF official added: The behavior ef the Afwerki 
government is not in harmony with the Eritrean state 
of affairs, nor with the aspirations and outlook of the 
Eritrean people with regard to their ties with Arab states. 
As a matter of fact, this behavior reflects Afwerki's 
cooperation with the foreign forces that covet the 
Eritrean people’s resources and capabilities and strategic 
position in the Red Sea. These forces aim to turn Eritrea 
into a forward post for themselves so that they can use 
it to carry out their plots against the Arab states. 


The ELF official said: "We within the ELF are opposed 
to the policy of containment and foreign interference. 
We are also opposed to the Israeli presence on Eritrean 
islands.” 


Idris ‘Abdallah revealed that there is an Israeli base in 
the Dahlak Archipelago, the largest Eritrean island, not 
to mention the Israeli land base on the (?Mehal Ager) 
mountain, 5 km from the Sudanese borders. Israel has 
supplied the government troops with boats that were 
used in the aggression against fraternal Yemen. 
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The ELF official said that Afwerki’s government will 
pose a danger to Arab interests and pan-Arab security 
if it continues to rule in Eritrea. 

Idris "Abdallah appealed to the Arab states to support 
the ELF, which is the national receptacle that can 
accommodate all Eritreans, that represents the Arab 
and Islamic identity, and that endeavors to emphasize 
Eritrea’s Arab identity and join the Arab League. 

With regard to the domestic affairs in Eritrea, Idris said 
that the People’s Front has failed to control Eritrea 
and uphold a democratic system of government that 
would allow all political forces that contributed to the 
liberation of the homeland to share power with a view 
to forming a national unity government to the liking 
of the Eritrean people, who endured a 30-year struggle 
to establish an independent state, and want to see a 
reconstruction campaign under way in their country. 


According to Idris, the current Eritrean Government is 
opposed to the return of 750,000 refugees in Sudan on 


the grounds that they are ELF supporters. 


It should be recalled that Issaias Afwerki, leader of the 
Eritrean People’s Liberation Front, assumed power on 
25 May 1993. He has becn repeatedly treated for brain 
malaria in Israel. The last time he received treatment 
was in 1993.

In the 
news conference President Mkapa touched on different 
things he did during his visit to Nairobi, Kenya, and

Here now is President Benjamin Mkapa’s statement to 
the press. 


(Mkapa] "(Words indistinct) I decided to go to Kenya 
and meet President Moi and his citizens to celebrate the 
32d anniversary of the independence of that country, 
because he invited me. He sent me an official invitation 
and because of being neighbors and having good 
relations, I went. It was a good opportunity to exchange 
views on (word indistinct] to push forward the decision 
made by the three leaders of east Africa to rehabilitate 
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and to revive cooperation between these countries, 
particularly economic cooperation. [passage omitted] 


"I shall try ts implement the objectives mentioned in 
the Chama Cha Mapinduzi’s [CCM] macifesto. On 
page 68 it says a lot about the situation regarding 
the many refugees in Kagera and Kigoma (western 
Tanzania). Paragraph 16 states clearly that in recent 
years, our country has been confronted by large waves of 
refugees from Rwanda and Burundi particularly in the 
Kagera and Kigoma regions. The refugee waves have 
greatly affected some (?services) of the central and local 
governments. The areas affected are food and essential 
commodities, damage to the environment, and crime 
against innocent Tanzanians. CCM will ensure that in 
the future the government will continue its efforts to 
repatriate all refugees to their countries. 


“When I was campaigning for the presidency in Kagera 
and Kigoma, one of the pledges I made was that I shall 
use my diplomatic experience to give an impetus to 
these efforts and find a solution to the refugee problem. 
We want to turn the refugee waves toward the direction 
of their homes. They should not stay here. In keeping 
with our implementation target, as we announced, and 
the pledges I made, I organized those two meetings, in 
Mwanza, with the Rwandan and Burundian presidents.

"We have also agreed that our efforts be directed 
toward those who have committed those wicked acts 
of killing people in their hundreds, in their thousands 
— the genocide — [word indistinct] to have the right 
of appearing before the international court. We shall 
support those efforts and ensure their success. [passage

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"I think it is time for me now to explain that the meeting 
held in Mwanza with presidents Niibantunganya of 
Burundi and Bizimungu of Rwanda was not attended by 
Mwalimu Julius Nyerere, ‘ae first president of Tanzania. 
I have seen some newspaper reports saying that he was 
in my delegation. I do not know where they get their

“I want to emphasize, first I want to emphasize that our 
view is, under no circumstances, shall we accept that 
these refugees regard themselves as permanent refugees. 


"We do not want a status of permanent refugees. 
Absolutely not. We shall go to any length — we 
shall always remind them that they are refugees — 
not permanent refugees.

"The second thing is this: We recognize that security, 
stability, and safety in Rwanda and Burundi is the 
key to facilitating the return of the refugees to their 
countries. To arrive at such a situation will depend on 
political trends, political parties, the leaders, and so on 
in those two countries. However, to a certain extent we 
can provide advice and assist materially and morally to 
restore the situation. 


"We know that to repatriate such a large numbers of 
refugees who number almost three-quarters of a million. 
{sentence as heard) We cannot bear this burden alone 
nor can those countries alone. Although they came on 
foot as refugees, not all of them can now return to their 
homes on foot. We shall therefore need international 
assistance. We are asking for it and we are preparing 
for it. Even the Cairo conference hoped for cooperation 
and such assistance. [passage omitted] 


"We need international assistance to prepare a proper 
environment for the returning refugees in their countries. 
I take this opportunity to appeal to the nations, including 
the UN, to contribute materially and morally, as noted 
at the Cairo conference with regard to Rwanda and 
Burundi. In the case of Rwanda, I have to say that we 
are in need of international assistance. We as Tanzanians 
are happy that the UN and the Rwandan Government 
have agreed to extend the mandate of the UN forces in

"Those who have perpetrated the massacres must be 
taken to court and justice must be done. The contribution 
we pledged is to render the work of the international 
court, which will sit in Arusha, successful. “he court 
will examine the cases of those who will be repaiciated.

"As far as Burundi is concerned, we again urge them 
to understand that the key for the refugees to return 
*s the political and social situation and the ‘eed for 
peace, security, stability, solidarity and unuc, standing. 
It is clear that recently instability has worsened in 
that country. We also wish to warn them against the 
expulsion of their opponents — the opponents of the 
government. They are expelling them and they cross our 
common border. We say that they will not be allowed 
in. We must remind them that the border is closed and 
will continue to be closed. 


"That is why they must make greater efforts to restore 
peace and stability so that the wave of refugees can 
change direction. The wave should go back to them and 
not come to us. We must say to them that we cannot 
permit — no, we cannot allow groups of any kind to 
come here and do military training and use our country 
as a place to initiate military conflict against Burundi. 
We have said the same about Rwanda. 


"I wish to reiterate that we are taking into consideration, 
and I stress this, that we are taking into consideration 
the argument — we really appeal for efforts to be made 
to restore and strengthen peace, security and stability 
in those countries — they must be strengthened. We 
shall work to use our political and diplomatic resources, 
we, their neighbors, if we are asked to do so, that is. 
We shall see how we can help their efforts. That is 
my aim and I think that to a great extent there is some 
understanding. As neighbors we shall couribute towards 
bringing about security, justice, reconciliation, stability, 
safety, and finally for cooperation to continue between 
us and ther." 


[Announcer] After his statement to the press, the jour- 
nalists were given an opportunity to ask him questions 
and seek explanations on some issues, including cooper- 
ation among the three east African countries and the east 
African leaders’ efforts to rebuild a cooperating commu- 
nity for the east African countries, Kenya, Uganda, and 
Tanzania.

{FBIS Transcribed Text] To drive into Transvaal House, 
where the behemoth Public Services Commission looms 
over its kingdom of Pretoria, you need to ascend a ramp 
and go through a security check next to a trash-filled 
dumpster. 

The pungent concoction of koptoe [idiomatic meaning 
unknown; literal translation: “to the head"), security 
guard and rotting produce is a fragrance peculiarly 
appropriate for the work that goes on in the building, 
for this is the factory where they mak» the spokes 
to throw into wheels; where 435 peopie spend their 
‘lives preventing good government in the name of good 
government. Responsible for all decisions that involve 
staffing the national civil service, these are none other 
than the people who have set out to make reconstruction 
and development quite as inefficient as apartheid ever 
was. 


At the very top of the building, on the 22nd floor, are the 
offices of Zola Skweyiya, Minister for Public Services 
and Administration. He has what is perhaps the most 
difficult and most important job of anyone in Cabinet: 
to transform the civil service. At a press conference last 
week, he admitted that he didn’t even know exactly how 
tnany people his government — this country’s largest 
employer — and working for it: the bantustans managed 
to fold gravy into the most inaccessible of crevices. No 
wonder he carries with him, as a colleague describes 
it, “the air of a Dostoevsky novel, morose and austere, 
but with more than a little wry aderstanding of the 
situation he is in, a situation with a loi of responsibility 
and no power". 

His impotence stems from having no sway over the 
Public Services Commission (PSC), a statutory body 
over which he expected to wield political control, but 
which has been using him, rather, in his own words, "as 
a messenger boy between itself and Cabinet whenever 
they want something". Until recently he did not even 
have his own staff. In fact, he had to apply to the PSC 
to get a staff so that he could begin to do the job that he 
felt they weren’t doing; little wonder they gave him the 
runaround too. This ain’t Dostoevsky. This is Kafka! 


The minister himself has the demeanour of another 
age: on a balmy summer’s day he is to be foun? in 


a three-piece black woollen pinstripe suit. It's funny 
to think that he is the exact contemporary of Chris 
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Hani, with whom he left the country in 1962. Hani — 
perhaps because of his early death — is freedom’s Peter 
Pan, perpetually youthful; Skweyiya, on the other hand, 
possesses the dour mission school gravitas of those 
who went through Lovedale and Fort Hare a generation 
before him — the Tambos, the Mandelas, the Govan 
Mbekis. 

He was born in Simonstown in 1942, in the midst 
several forced removals his family underwent during | 
de-Africanisation of the Western Cape. He understands 
grit: “If I had stayed in South Africa,” he says, "! would 
have landed up in jail or a drunkard, like everyone else 
I grew up with.” 


He has a reputation for honesty and principle that, one 
colleague notes, “almost borders on the precious". He 
is known for his inflexibility and his doggedness: “If 
he makes up his mind to do something, he does it 
doggedly", says the colleague. “And if you stand in his 
way, he can make life very uncomfortable indeed" — a 
reference to his legendary temper. He is emotional: this 
comes out in the way he speaks, in spasms almost, as 
he describes his work and — more reluctantly — his 
life. Both have been difficult. 


Another close colleague says that “he is not very 
articulate. So you measure him not by his words but by 
his actions.” In an interview he is affable and forthright. 
There is no slick politician here, no jive talker, no spin 
doctor. When the eyes twinkle — as they do periodically 
— one senses that this is the result of some internal 
motivation, rather than the external need to be pleasant 
to a journalist. He does not seem to have the ability to 
dissemble. 


Recently married to Thuthu Mazibuko, the Deputy 
Director-General of Foreign Affairs, he lives in a flat 
atop Yeoville Ridge; he is happy there, but has been 
told by security to move. This has made him grumpy. 
"I thought of defying them and staying where | am,” he 
says, “but I was advised against it.” It is a measure of 
hvw long African National Congress exiles have been 
back that he talks of “community” in Yeoville — now 
abandoned by the new political elite — with the same 
nostalgia as exiles once spoke of Lusaka. 


Despite his low profile — he hates publicity — he is one 
of the most important decisionmakers in the ANC: he 
sits on its National Working Committee and is 2 close 
confidante of Thabo Mbeki. One of his best friends and 
ideological sparring partners is Pallo Jordan. He has 
always been a “social democrat", he says, even when 
it was unpopular. Sc.ac of his colleagues have accused 
him of “anii-communism"; the roots of this may have 
been a particularly difficult decade studying in East 
Germany, where he was profoundly troubled by the 
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pervasive control of the state. "I don’t," he says »ow, 
“like people telling me what to do." 


He is known as an "Africanist" — perhaps, he says, 
because of his “insistence that black empowerment 
should be part of democratisation. I don’t see progress or 
development without ensuring the economic upliftment 
of the oppressed people. Blacks must be part of the 
restructuring of the economics of this country and not 
only its politics. The ANC shouldn’t shy away from 
blacks becoming capitalists. The only question is — 
how do we achieve it?" 


Perhaps it is his belief in the value of a black middle 
Class that has made one part of his office — the ratio- 
nalisation of the bantustan public services — so trou- 
bling. He acknowledges how difficult the issue is for 
the ANC: "These people, unlike the civil servants in 
Pretoria, are within the ANC’s own constituency. But 
when retrenchments begin to happen, these will affect 
them more than anyone, because people in the TVBC 
(Transkei, Bophuthatswana, Venda, Ciskei] states sim- 
ply don’t have the skills. They cannot compete.” 


By no means is that the voice of a crude Africanist. 
Later in our conversation he mentions that "when we 
came here and we realised we were now employers (as 
opposed to freedom fighters), we had to see that we 
were now employing human beings who, irrespective 
of their colour, have to be treated equally." Indeed his 
Critics within the ANC — of which there are many 
— feel he has gone too far in accommodating white 
Civil servants (he has excellent relations with the largely 
white Public Servants’ Association and troubled ones 
with the COSATU [Congress of South African Trade 
Unions)-affiliated unions representing public servants). 


Much criticism of Skweyiya comes from COSATU and 
from his own comrades in Parliament — specifically 
the powerful Public Services Portfolio Committee, with 
which he has frequently clashed over the speed of the 
transition of the civil service. Many parliamentarians 
worries about counter-revolution from within the ranks 
of the civil service led him, at first, to attempt too 
much to accommodate public servants. He is they say, 
entirely responsible for the predicament he is in: his 
inherent conservatism and his legal background (he has 
a doctorate in law from Leipzig) made him too cautious. 
He thought he could work through the PSC, and he did 
not act quickly enough or decisively enough to put into 
place the overhaul of the civil service so necessary for 
delivery of the ANC’s promises. 


There is, in his recent moves, a tacit acknowledgement 
of this. Beware! Zola has stirred. He has gone about set- 
ting up his own department and — most important — 
he has belatedly announced the establishment of a Pres- 
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idential Review Commission, to be chaired by Nelson 
Mandela, charged with rationalising and restructuring 
the civil service. 


In the early days of his tenure, he would hear no 
criticism of the PSC, to which he had appointed three 
new black people to serve alongside the two white men 
who ran it. Apart from that and a name change (it used to 
be the Commission for Administration), the institution 
has remained exactly the same and Skweyiya is now the 
first to admit it. “One cannot run away," he says, "from 
the fact that these were the people who determined the 
administration of the former apartheid regime, and we 
have set them up in our interim constitution without 
looking at their effect on the whole of the public 
service.” 


The PSC is “too rigid and inflexible. There is not a 
single minister, from any of the parties, who has not 
complained about how obstructive he or she finds them." 
They are far too powerful; far more powerful, in fact, 
than similar commissions in other countries. "You can’t 
do anything in the public sector without consulting 
them, and so there’s a lot of tension around them." He 
has come around to believing that they should simply 
have the power to monitor and maintain standards; 
executive and policy-making power must rest with him 
and his department. 


Of course, he says, the first thing the Presidential 
Review Commission will do is look at the PSC: "It will 
have to answer the question, is it necessary to have that 
commission, and if so, is the way it is working the right 
one?” 


Skweyiya does speak his mind, even when his opinions 
are unpopular. He feels, for example, that the provinces 
must have more powers and that federalism has become 
unnecessarily demonised. He acknowledges too that, 
when the new government came in, "there was more 
emphasis on representativity within the public service 
than in changing the way the public service works", 
and is particularly harsh on his party for its lack of 
preparation in the arena. The ANC has always been 
more interested in policy than in management, and so, 
while it had brilliant plans to bring housing, water, jobs, 
schooling and health to the people, it did not stop to 
think about what needed to happen institutionally to do 
this. 


Once more, his critics feel that he must take at least 
some of the rap for this: he was given the responsibility 
for running the ANC’s Civil Service Unit. Remember, 
however, that he was simultaneously running the critical 
constitutional committee — the ANC has a tendency to 
overload its reliable workhorses. 
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In the next year, we'll see whether Skweyiya can play 
the role of Action Man. Phumzile Mlambo-Ngcuka, 
one of Parliament’s rising stars and the chair of its 
committee on public service, speaks of how, in countries 
like Malaysia and New Zealand, "reforming the public 
service became a national obsession. We need T- 
shirts, slogans, a campaign, a profile, because nothing 
else happens until the civil service changes. [no end 
quotation marks as published] 


Oy, vey. Please God, not another RDP [Reconstruction 
and Development Program] or Masakhane (mutual con- 
struction] campaign, all smoke and mirrors signifying 
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State ideology rather than action. Perhaps Skweyiya’s 
trademark sobriety will prevent this: not even the me- 
dia doctors who invented Clinton and Thatcher could 
transform him into a bushwhacking Camel Man, slash- 
ing through the red-tape vines of the bureaucratic jungle 
to bring a little light to the public service. 


Skweyiya’s new salesperson is the glamorous ex- 
journalist, Thandeka Gqubule. If she can portray him, 
rather, as the trustworthy accountant, bringing reason 
and efficiency to the public service, she will have 
acquitted herself well.

[Lee] So at the moment you have got no indications of 
exactly what they were doing? 


[Pesodente] There is no clear indication of exactly who 
they were and what they were doing. The official at the 
Miu. “ry of Transport said that as far as he knew, most 
of the dead were Angolans, but it is presumed that they 
were involved in some way with the diamond trade. 


[Lee] And where are the survivors at the moment? 


[Pesodente] The survivors have been brought here to 
Kinshasa. There were five of them. I saw four of them 
at a clinic here, and they were in a pretty bad way. 
I couldn’t really see them, because they were very 
covered up, and the doctor told me that they had been 
badly burned and that at least they certainly weren’t able 
to talk. 


{Lee} And has there been any indication yet of what 
caused the crash? 


[Pesondente] Nobody is yet saying what the reason 
behind the crash could be. There is to be an 
inquiry launched from this end. Some of those I have 
spoken to have suggested that possibly and simply the 
plane may have been overloaded. Although because of 
the nature of where it crashed inside Angola, which was 
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still recently at civil war, there is obviously going to be 
questions on whether the plane was brought down, as

At the scheduled rally time, 10 o’clock, between 5,000 
and 8,000 people had arrived, but they kept a respectful 
distance from the centerstage, which had been occupied 
by the police. Soon the policemen fired tear gas at them. 
Rather than disperse, the crowd regrouped and took over 
the main road and marched to another square about 5 km 
away, singing, dancing, and brandishing pro-democracy 
placards. The police did not charge at them, apparently 
to avoid being accused of highhandedness. 


The marchers came back to the Yaba venue about 
an hour later, and waiting for them were the Nadeco 
leaders, Chief Anthony Enahoro, Bola ige, Wahab 
Dosumo, Gani Fawehinmi, Abraham Adesoya, and a 
host of others, including Kudiratu, wife of the most 
celebrated detainee of all, Chief Moshood Abiola. After 
some heated discussions with the Nadeco leaders, the 
police allowed them to address the crowd to disperse 


peacefully. 


Enahoro and Mrs. Abiola took the opportunity to read 
their prepared addresses to the crowd. Both praised 
the courage of the crowd and urged them to remain 
steadfast in demanding immediate democratization.
